“IMPOSSIBLE” COLLISION IN 
ENGLISH TUNNEL KILLS THREE 


First Fatal Accident on Under-

LONDON, Oct. 26.—Three persons were 
killed and a dozen injured this morning 
in a rear-end collision at the West 
Hiempstead Station of the Metropolitan 
Underground Railroad. The rear train, 
it appears, ran past the signals in a 
feg and crashed into a train standing 
at the station. 

This is the first accident of the kind 
fince a system of electric signalling was 
installed which the company claimed 
would absolutely preclude the possibil- 
ity of such a catastrophe. It is also said 
to be the first accident resulting in the 
death of a passenger, although 300,000,..

of the company to carry on business 
with Jonn W. Donnell as an individual. 

Another Order Issued. 

The Postoffice icpartment 
issued a fraud order aguinst the (ars- 
sow Pharmaceutical Co., organized by 
one of Donnell’s clerks, cnarging that 
an effort was being mace to transfer 
to it the business of the Donnell Man- 
ufacturing Co. 

The scheme which resulted in the 
fraud oider against the company was 
2 form of contract signed by agents. 
who believed they were getting pusi- 
tions as branch managers at a salary 
of $150 a month and commissions on 
gales, but under the terms of which 
they real'y purchased $1000 worth of 
ehill tomes, rheumatic liniments, lemon 
extracts end sundries. 

At the hearing before the Postoffice 
Department it was not shown that one 
of the company’s agents ever made a 
success under the contract or got his 
money refunded. 

Watkins alleges that the man em- 


recently 


er played by the Donnell company to de- 


vise. the scheme and engage agents 
got $40 on each contract, and was 
paid, the plaintiff believes, more than 
$40,000 for a service not exceeding a 
period of four months. 


Capital Not Paid Up. 

Of the capital stock of $80,000, Wat- 
kins alleges that $65,000 only was paid 
up, that Donnell owns 364 shares, his 
wife, Fannie Donnell, 4 shares; that 
Thomas Maher is the owner of 1 share, 


and that the remainder of the stock, 
except that cwned by the plaintiff, is 
held by members of the Donnell fam- 
jly or clerks in the employ of the com- 
pany. The business. organized in 1877, 
was formerly successful and paid large 
dividends, it is alleged, but for several] 
years past has been conducted at such 
a heavy-annual loss that its capital has 
been impaired. Mismanagement is al- 
leged. 

Watkins states that he protested 
against the agents’ contract scheme, 
and that he has since been denied in- 
formation as to the company’s af- 
fairs. He alleges on information and 
belief that more than $100,000 was real- 
ized on the «»ntract scheme before the 
fraud order was issued. 

. Murt Use the Matls, 

The petition reviews the charges in 
the agents’ suits: to recover the money 
deposited under the contracts, and 
states that as there is no appeal from 
the fraud order issued by the Postmas- 
ter General, the company cannot, with- 
out the use oi the mails, carry on a suc- 
cessful business. Watkins asks for 
the appointment of a receiver, and an 
injunction against John W. Donnell and 
other directors of the company restrain- 
ing them from interfering with the man- 
agement of ihe business by the Court's 
Officer .

The Jacob Sehaefer Wrecking ©o., 
which has the contract for wrecking the 
Wells Building and putting in the con- 
crete foundations for the LaSalle Build- 
ing, has notified Caldwell & Drake, the 
general contractors. that unless the 
premises are put in such shape that it 
can proceed with the work it will con- 
sider its contract at an end. 

In a letter written by H. F. Schaefer, 
vice-president and general manager of 
the Jacob Schaefer Wrecking Co., he 
says that his company would, by at- 
tempting to proceed with the work 
on the premises, under the present 
sonditions, endanger an adjoining build- 
ing and jeopardize the lives of its em- 
ployes. 

The Building Commissioner says that 
needles placed under the pilasters of 
the wall, and supported by drums, will 
be sufficient to make the building se- 
cure. On the other hand, Miltenberger 
and his associates say that on account 
of the quicksands, it will be .mpossible 
to put in shoring that will protect the 
wall. 

Miltenberger says that the LaSalle 
Investment Co. will be relieved of re- 
sponsibility to Mayor Wells, who ap- 
pointed Building Commissioner Smith,

Building Commissioner Smith says that 
he is merely trying to do hig duty, re- 
gardiess of individua) interests. 


Miltenberger Objects.

Brings Stock Up to $889,- 
127,995.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 26.—By the enor- 


mous increase of $110,640,869 in the| 
amount of gold in the trust fund of the 
Government since Jan. 2 the stock of 
yellow metal in the United States Treas- 
ury has got close to the billion mark, 
the sum being $889,127,995. During the 
nine and a half months since the begin- 
ning of the calendar year the trust 
fund has risen from $639,000,000 to $749,- 
640,869. 

This gold is divided into three parts 
—the reserve fund of $150,000,000 held as/| 
surety for the paper currency of the! 
Government; the trust fund of $749,640,- 
869, against which an equal amount of 
gold certificates are outstanding, and 
$29,487,126 in the general fund, used for 
the payment of the current expenses 
of the Government. 

The increase of $110,640,869 In the trust 
fund is derived from the importation of 
gold from abroad and the products of 
the American mines. For the six months 
of the present calendar year ending 
June 30 the importation of gold amownt- 
ed to $63,111,073, and the remainder of 
the increase, $47,52%796, is the products 
of the mines of the United States. 

The American gold, amounting to $47,- 
529,796, now in the trust funds, was 
placed there by the miners who took 
their product to the Government assay

THE TRAIN PUZZLE AT UNION STATION. 

Public convenience greatly suffers at Union Sta- 
tion for want of information as to the time and 
track number of incoming trains, and of late the 
want has been emphasized by incidents of par- 
ticular annoyance and even serious trouble, 

Daily, scores of people who go to meet arriving 
relatives and friends miss them owing to late 
changes in the track number that are not com- 
municated immediately to the Information Bu- 
reau, upon which the public mainly depends. 

The small and inconspicuous bulletin in the 
midway is meaningless and does not exist for 
most of the waiting public, and sometimes the 
changes are not even noted on this. 

Something better than the small blackboard 
with its more or less eryptic tokens is urgently 
needed. Big, legible signs, movable from one track 
to another, or even a good megaphone artist, 
would be vast improvements, and the Information 
Bureau should be posted as to delays and track 
changes on the minute. 

There is no reason why notice of. incoming 
trains should not be as simple a matter and as 
easily followed as that of departures.

Good Novels Briefly Analyzed for the Post-Dispatch 


BY IVAN WHIN. 
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RANK GELETT BURGESS has written the romance of the year. If ‘“‘The 
F Heart Line’ does not lead the six best sellers it will be because the 
“six-best’’ devouring public does not know what is good for it. Burgess 
comes of that clever California crowd which bubbles wittily all the time. “The 
Heart Line’ is a San Francisco story and—forgive us for bromidian phrase, 
G. B.—absolutely true to local color. The book has been bobsmerrilled, but that 
need not drive lovers of good fiction from it. The lithographed feminine in- 
sipidfty on the cover has nothing whatever to do with the story, notwithstand- 
ing the half-tone repetitions of her which interrupt the text. Fancy Gray is 
the heroine—as live a San Franciscan as ever pencilled her eyebrows or 
“touched up” her hair. She is a queen of real bohemia and her tragic story 
is told with delicate art. Oddly, the incidental exposure of medium tricks is 
very closely rélated in form and matter to Irwin’s exposures of the same 
fakers in recent numbers of Colliers. The likeness is so close as to convince 
the readers of both that Messrs. Burgess and Irwin worked together. 

Sir Gilbert Parker wrote with freer hand before he was bitten by the Hall 
Caine bug. His Pretty Pierre stories have the spirit of the northern woods 
and the true romantic feeling. More than that, they are simply told. The 

‘Weavers is a labored plotting. itlumined now and then by moving incidents 
dramaticaily set forth and bits of the old-time simplicity. But in the main 
the thought of stage production has dominated the writer, even as it guides 
the maker of “The Bondman” and other dreary melodramas in chapters. 

Lioyd Osborne's “The Adventurer” ts a fine story which has passed through 
the awful test of serial publication successfully. It is full of whimsicality, odd 
Gevices and strange situations which give one delightful thrills. The first 
part is as fine as anything Stevenson did. 

H. C. Bailey in “A Gentleman of Fortune” shows the brethren of the ro- 
mantic craft how the thing ought to be done. The story moves with speed, is 
never dull and the “‘gentleman” is never out of character. It is a series of 
adventures from the life of a not too scrupulous man who rises from the 
gutter actugily end figuratively, devises his own creed of honor and makes good 
‘with a sword. It is as human as “A Gentleman of France” and romantic as 
“Prince Otto.”
